NOTES OF THE WEEK. : 


Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen has been chesen to succeed his brother, Mr. Lionel 
L. Cohen, in the position of President of the Jewish Board of Guardians. The 
choice is a peculiarly happy one failing the consent of Mr. F. D. Mocatta to accept 
the office for which he has transcendent qualifications. Mr. Cohen has not 
hitherto eerved on the Board, but by his work on other charities—especially his 
share in the Mansion House Relief Fund for Russian Jews and his enthusiasm 
for the orphans—he has indicated that the cause of the poor is near his heart. 
He will bring to the discharge of his duties marked administrative ability and a 
habit of prompt and courteous decision which will stand him in good stead in deal- 
ing with the occasional conflicting interests and differences of opinion at the Board. 
He will have the great advantage of the co-operation of a zealous communal 
worker, Mr. Lionel L. Alexander, whose discharge of the important duties of hon. 
secretary of the Board has gained for him the sincere admiration and grateful 


appreciation of all connected with the charity. Mr. Alexand>r will give to the new 


President the same hearty support and zealous co-operation that he afforded to Mr. 
Lionel Cohen, whom he regarded with brotherly affection. We can cause the 
dead to live by lending immortality to their words and work. The one lealing 
characteristic of Lionel Cohen was an utter abnegation of self to further the 
cause of charity and unity, and that example will cheerfully be followed bv those 
who desire to give particular proofs of their reverence for his memory. 


Dr, Adler’s lecture on the Chief Rabbis of England was full of interesting 
points, especially as regards the earlier period. His ‘suggestion that the Tosa- 
phists of “ Gornish” were really the Wise Men of Norwich was a very valuable 
one indeed, which may lead to further discoveries. As regards his attribution 
of the far-famed Bodleian bowl to Presbyter Joceus, there is a difficulty in regard 
to the name of the father of the Chief Rabbi, which should be Jechiel, for which 
there is no evidence. Whether Presbyteris really equivalent to Chief Rabbi ia a 
doubtful point, scarcely settled by Dr. Adler. Certainly “ Epviscopus” is not, and 
yet one of the so-called Cnief Rabbis is only known as Episcopus. The Chicf 
Rabbinate since the Return, as treated by Dr. Adler, excluded the Hahamim of 
Bevis Marks, who certainly had aright to that appellation up to the beginning 
of this century. But the lecture was so full of matter that it would be ungra- 
cious to desire a further extension. 


The Scheme for the abolition of Ordinary Off-rings during the Reading of 
the Law at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue was adopted on Tuesday by the 
Council of the United Synagogue. The opposition was particularly weak, and 
did not touch the principle at all, and the discussion on the question was almost 
entirely devoted to merely incidental points. Mr. David Davis, one of the 
Treasurers, who presided, made an energetic speech in favour of “ local option” 
in all such questions. And he is right to throw the responsibility of local 
management upon the Committee of cach synagogue ; the weakness of any 
other policy has been frequently manifested. Tue champions of “ Ilome Rule” 
in synagogue management must be consistent and rely upon the good sense of 
the members of each constituent synagogue to control the local Board of Manage- 
ment, the Council reserving merely a vetoing power. The practice of seeking 
ordinary revenue by means of offerings at the Reading of the Law is unsuited 
to the present age, and any Scheme which would replace the system by a more 
equitable distribution of the burden of supporting the synagogue should have 


hearty support. As Mr. Davis pointed out, the abolition of ordinary offerings 


will tell to the advantage of the poor members, who are too friquently snubbed 
in favour of the wealthy member who can make a parade of his wealth in the 
Byuagogue. The principal objection to the Veshabirach system is the fact that it 
puts a premium upon absence from public worship. A member has merely to 
stay away from synagogue to relieve himself from all offerings, and thereby 
throw an increased burden upon those who attend. On Tuesday night no one 


attempted to defend such a system, utterly unsound in principle and inequitable 
in practice. 


The Liverpool Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association has given practical 
recognition to the principle of women’s rights by clecting Mrs. David Lewis amem- 
ber of its Committee. This step is to be commended, and particularly eo in the 
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concerning Jewish education, especially in Jerusalem and Damascus. 


appropriateness of the choice of the first lady member of the Committee. Mrs. 
Lewis visited the East some months ago and brought home much useful information 
Her visit 
has already borne fruit in the movement, initiated by the Liverpool Branch, for 
the establishment of a Jewish Girls’ School in Jerusalem for Elementary and 
Technical Instruction. The future of the Jews in Eastern countries depends 
largely on an improvement in the position of their women, and the substantial 
progress which has been made in several of the principal Jewish centres is of happy 
augury for the success of the projected School at Jerusalem. Girls are as eager to 
learn suitable handicrafts as are their companions of the opposite sex, and tho 
aptitude of Eastern Jews generally for manual labour was well illustrated by 
Major Goldsmid at the annual meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association held 
last week. It was gratifying to hear from the lips of of this carnest friend 
of his Oriental coreligionists that a Jew from Ramleh (Palestine), who is being 
taught the leather trade under his auspices in London, has gained in the short 
space of nine months as mach knowledge as it ordinarily takes an Eoglishman 
three years to acquire. “This fact should effectually dispose of the calumny that 
Jews are either unwilling or incapable to become proficient as artisans.’ 


The enlightened portion of the Jews in Constantinople is being scandalised 
by the persecution which Mr. David Fresco, the Editor of the Jewish journal 
Teleyrafo, is enduring at the hands of the Rabbinate, and what is still worse, 
the matter is being discussed by the general press ina tone which cannot but be 
regretted by all friends of their own people. M. Fresco had made himself 
the mouthpiece of an influential section of the community, which demanded the 
the fulfilment of the organic constitution by the election of a Grand Rabbi. 
The Acting Grand Ribbi, unable to reach this party, has punished Mr. Fresco for 
his independent spirit by Jaunching against him the still dreaded Cherem, and 
secondly by inducing th: Goverament to suspend the T'vlegrafo for an 
indefinite period. Our astantinople correspondent has in his recent 
letter done full justice to the merits of this question, about which 
there is one gleamof light. It is that the Rabbis of Adrianople have had the 
good sense and the boldness to refuse to receive a copy of the writ of excommu- 
nication. Their example was likely to be followed elsewhere ; but the regrettable 
action of the Rabbinate in the capital hag also found imi tators, for we hear that a 
Cherem has been pronounced in Jerusalem against persons who support the pro- 
motion of education

THE “NETHERLANDS” CLUB. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

S1r,—Having received an invitation to be present at the opening of the new 
premises erected for the ‘“ Netherlands Club,” I gladly availed myself of the oppor- 
tunity. The club rooms proved on inspection to be attractive and pleasing in appear- 
ance, but I hope the Committee of Management will not take it amiss if I venture to 
remind them very earnestly of the necessity for taking every possible precaution against 
the recurrence of such a lamentable accident as that which recently occurred in 
the same district, The rooms, which are all on the upper floors, are approached by 
a single flight of steps, which also constitutes the sole means of exit. As far as I 
could judge upon a hasty survey, it does not appear practicable to build another 
flight, but if I am wrong on this point, I would most strongly urge upon the 
management the desirability of adding to the means of ingress and egress. The 
existing staircase has several sharp turns and narrows towards the bottom. 
The premises will contain at least 600 or 700 persons, and there is every 
probability of their capacity being occasionally taxed to the utmost limit, The 
large unprotected gas-light in the principal hall, the inflammability of the stage 
and its surroundings, the absence (so far as I could ascertain) of fire buckets and of 
oil lamps (in case of defect or explosion of gas), together with the insufficient 
means of rapid exit in an emergency, all brought painfully to my mind the recent 
panic in the same neighbourhood. Most heartily do I wish success to the Nether- 
lands Club, asI do indeed to all genuine Working Men’s Institutions, and it is only 
my sincere desire that every possible precaution may be taken against fire or panic 
from any cause, that prompts me to set before the managers what I fear they have 
overlooked in their endeavour to provide the fullest resources of amusement and 
entertainment for their members,

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A JEWISH ACADEMY. | 


By Pror, GRAETZ. 

Tam grateful to you for your article in No. 952 with the above title, as it gives 
mean opportunity tomake the idea of suchan Academy which I threw out in my dis- 
course at the Anglo- Jewish Historical Exhibition both more clear and more acceptable, 
T also have to thank you for the correct interpretation you have put upon the mean- 
ing which [attach to the word “ Academy,” which is to some extent ambiguous 
in English, I had no intention in my lecture of recommending the leaders of the 
Anglo-Jewish community to found a Jewish Theological college, but rather an open 
corporation to work and represent the whole field of Jewish science in all its 
branches. This corporation was not intended to undertake any direct teaching, but 
to complete the researches into Judaism which have been going on for the last half 
century, to bring into action the latent forces needed for this, and to reward all suc- 
cessful contributions to this end. 

Your leader also contains various objections to the idea of a Jewish Academy. 
I was prepared for this, as it sounds hazardons, like every new project, and appears 
to be at once unnecessary and impracticable. 
to these two points. 


Your own objections can be reduced 
You ask —with true British practicability —* What need is there 
for such an institution?” To this T answer, it is quite true that man can live by 
bread alone and can indeed live without science and art or the highest forms of 
human activity in general. So too a body of men, if kept isolated, can live as in a 
dream for the day as it comes and can do without all the higher needs, But con- 
temporary Judaism must summon up all its forces in order to prove its right to exist- - 
ence to its own members as well as to the outward world. Forit is not only from the 
enemies’ camp, but from amongst ourselves, we are asked why we continue to exist 
as a small minority or in religious and national isolation instead of joining and 
losing ourselves in the majority of the Earopean peoples. The apostacies and deser- 
tions of the standard scen so frequently in our cultured circles are not solely 
caused by sefish self-secking, but also from despair and doubt as the right of existence 
for Judaism and Jews, 

We can only support and justify this position of isolation against the European 
peoples and religious beliefs by our Holy Scriptures and the marvellous course of 
our history, But this justitication can only be efficacious against the sophisms 
brought against us, aud the attacks made on our Scriptures, if uttered in the language 
of clear conviction, that is to say, with scientific proofs of which there are so many. 
Wehave to ensure our Bible against the corruptions that centuries have introduced 
in it, and to warrant it against the reproach of triviality. ‘Then we need a transla- 
tion of the Bible true to the original and, removing all seeming objections and 
based on critical and philological science ; such a translation does not yet exist. It 
seems as if there were no hurry with this, and that we might wait another century, 
just as that of Mendelssohn, the imperfections of whieh are now fully recognised 
only appeared acentury after a still worse translation. But by that time our grand- 
children, dissatistied with the misunderstandings and broken sequence due to our 
false translation will have turned their back on it, and it would be too late to lead 
them back and arouse a new love for the Bible. You have yourself recently com- 
plained, * our sacred serolls which should form at once our palladiumand our greatest 
treasure are too often left unread.’ Ii is our own fault that we have allowed the truth, 
sublimity and beauty of our Holy Scriptures to sink out of sight. <A translation and 
commentary of our holy writings would establish the pure morality and lofty idea 
of God in Judaism as clear as daylight, and justify the need of our isolated position 
sy long as the nations wander from the right path, But such a work could only 
be brougkt into existence by a Jewish Academy, and there is notime to be lost. 

You have yourself allowed the need of a Talmudic encyclopedia, but you 
consider there is uo need of an academic body or of a plan laid down by it in order 
to effect this, T venture to differ. Only an academy is capable of apportioning the 
Vast and untranslatable materials to suitable workers, and to settle the method by 
which it should be investigated. The whole of the Talmud and the subsidiary 
works must be included in the work of research and exposition and not merely 
selected chapters or topics, Nota corner of the Talmud should be left in obscurity 
for itis only by this means that the complaints against the “horrible doctrines ” 
of the ‘Talmud can be silenced. A work such as this does not exist, and cannot come 
into existence unless through a body of capable workers under the unifying influence of 
an authoritative corporation, So too only an academic body can give occasion for col- 
lecting a Corpus historicorum Judarcorum, This should be not merely a collection of 
isolated notices or new facts —for there we have more than suftleient journals —but 
we have to collect the huge historical materials scattered in innunierable works, to sift 
critically and arrange them in chronological orders. Such a work should bo a 
continuation of the histories of Fiavius Josephus up to the present tine. 

As regards your second objection I can answer in shorter compass. How ought 
a Jewish Academy toconie into existence) Quite easily, A committee of rentlemen 

interestéd in the idea would in the first place invite two or three leaders of Jewish 
science, who would form the kernel of the Academy. These avai ; 
capable collaborateurs for the various branches, give them suitable topics ‘a: wat 
ator establish prizes for special subjects. Of such persons there are, thank God 
sufficient among contemporary Jews, Their nationality need not concern us. We 
are all brothers, sons of one Father, A conflict of principles among men working: 


ina scientific spirit is not to be feared, especially as they will not have to defend 


or attack religious dogmas or ritual observances, 

The chief point is, that the Committee and the aeademicians they select should 
have sufficient authority to give proper honour to capable work, and sufficient means 
ty remunerate it adequaicly. You have yourself expressed it correctly : the Institute 
must be at once @cumenical and English. For it is only in England that such an 

nstitute could take root, since Judaism and its Scriptures are honoured there both by 
Jews and Christians, In France it would be condemned as a kind of clericalism, in 
Germany it would be insulted as a piece of Jewish impertinence, It is only ip 
Eagland that it would be rightly judged and worthily appreciated,

A service was also held at the Synagogue of the Cape Town New ILebrew Congrega. 
tion, and was attended by many distinguished Christian visitors, including Sir He 
de Villiers, Chief Justice, and Lady de Villiers, the Secretary for Native Affairs, the 
Commissioner of Crown Lands and Public Works, and Mr. Justice Smith. Several 
musieal items in the service were the composition of the Rev. J. Rabinowitz, who 
delivered a sermon on the event of the day. Offerings, headed by a contribution of 
£5 3s. from the congregation, were made to the Cape Town Free Dispensary. 

The first service held by the newly formed Hebrew Congregation at Barberton 
was for the purpose of celebrating Queen Victoria’s Jubilee. Prayers in English 
were especially composed for the occasion, and hearty expressions of loyalty towards 
Her Majesty were offered up by the somewhat uumerous congregation, The service 
terminated with the singing of the National Anthem. 

The synagogue at Kimberley was crowded on Jubilee Day, the attendance 
including a large number of Christians, headed by the Mayor, The building was 
tastefully decorated. The service was conducted by the Rev. M. L. Harris, who 
also preached a sermon. At the close the National Anthem was sung by Mr. Samuel 
Foote and the choir. The congregation having telegraphed their loyal congratula- 
tions to the Queen received ber Majesty's thanks, also by telegraph

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THE CHIEF RABBIS OF ENGLAND. 


— 


Last Thursday weck, 14th inst., at Jews’ College, the Rev. Dr. Hermann 
Adler delivered the concluding lecture in connection with the Anglo-Jewish 
Historical Exhibition, on the Chief Rabbis of England. After explaining the 

ostponement in-the lecture owing to the lamented death of Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, 
Dr. Adler remarked that, like all subjects connected with Anglo-Jewish history, 
his theme could be divided into two parts, before the Expulsion and since the 
Return, The recent revival of historie interest due to the Exhibition had led 
him to devote his attention to the carlier period, though some were of opinion 
that there were no Chief Rabbis in the earlier times. Yet he was very much 
inistaken if the men who were appointed * Presbyter omninm Judworum Anglie ” 
were not charged with the ecclesiastical supremacy of all English Jews. As 
regards the title  Episcopus,” or Bishop of the Jews, that was not equivalent to 
Chief Rabbi, but was perhaps similar to our modern term Chasan, with which indeed 
it was etymologically identical. That there were sufficient learned men in England 
to fill the post was shown by the presence of many foreign Rabbis who were 
attracted by the interest in Talmedical learning shown by English Jews, as well 
as by the anxicty shown by the Church to dispel Jadaism. Thus Abraham ibn 
Ezra came over here in 1155 and found here R. Solomon, whom he praises highly. 
Then thc re were R. Jacob of Orleans, and R. Yomtob of Joigny, the former mar- 
tyred at Richard’s convocation in London, the latter leading the celebrated mas- 
sacre at York. The first Rabbi mentioncd in the records was “ Rabbi Gotsche” in 
31 Yen. I ; then came Deodatus (-=Elchanan), mentioned in the early part of 
Richard I, as “ Episcopus Judecorum.” Then cameR. Jacob, who was appointed 
in 1199, the letters patent being still extant in which he is styled by the King, 
‘dilectus et familiaris noster.” Dr. Adler ‘suggested that he was the author of 
a vernacular translation of the Hagada by one R. Jacob of London. 
Joceus, who hid lived in the parish of St. Michael, Bassishiw, in 1217. This was 
probably the donor of the celebrated bronze ewer now at the Bodleian whith was 
declared to be the gift of “Joseph ben Jeckicl,” and in illustration of such 
a gift Dr. Adler mentioned that a more recent Chief Ribbi, R. David Tebile 
Schiff, had presented a laver for Cohanim to the Great Synagogue. Joccus 
was followed by the celebrated Aaron of York, more celebrated for his riches 
than his Ribbinate, which was only for a short time, when he was succecded 


by Elyas, the greatest of all the Chief Rabbis of the pre expulsion 
period. Te it was who delivered the celebrated speech to the nobles 


of England. Ile was also, as Mr. Jacobs had shown, the father of the R. Meir 
who composed the pocms recently cdited by Dr. Berliner. He was deposed for 
some unknown cause and succeeded by his brother Hagin or who. again was 
succeded by Hazin fil Delecat, probably his nephew, and after him the 
present Huggin Lane near Wood Street received its name, as had boen so inge- 
niously shown by Mr. Joseph Jacobs. Dr. Neubauer had euggested that this 
Hagin fil Delecat ( Gedalyali) was the translator of the Freneb Image da 
Mond». Thus the last three Chief Kabbis of England in the pre-expulsion 
period belonged toone family to whom also belonged R. Meir of Norwich, the 
po-t made Known to the world by Dr. Berliner. And Dr. Adler had been led to 
conj-cture that a whole school of learned Talmulic scholars existed at Norwich. 
Among the schools of Tosaphists was one at WIN which could not be identified 
with any known spot. Dr. Adler therefore suggested that it was a copyist’s 
inistake for f"INI-— Norwich. A certain amount of confirmation of this was to 
be seen in atradition current among English Jews as to certain Wise Moen of 
Norwich, a tradition which was referred to in a very early nomber of the 
Jewish Chronicle when a question was in vain asked about the ‘“ Wise Men of 
Norwich.” These and other scholars proved that the early Jews were not 60 


absorbed in money-getting that they had no tiun or inclinatioa for the study of | 


the Holy Law. 


As regards the Chief Rabbinate since the Return he was obliged to omit all 
mention of the Habamim of Bevis Marks, and to run through the names men 
tioned in the Memorial of the Dead recited at the Great Synagogue, which 
included more than the four names of real Chicf Rabbis who had preceded the 
lectnrer’s father, The recital bogan with R. Aaron ben Moves, whom he could 
not identify and was probably not in the country but at Berlin as predecessor of 
R. Hirsch bGvel, who included it as well as the second name, R. Arjeh ben Saul, 
The first Chief Rabbi mentioned in the memorial was R. Uri ben Naphtali, also 
known R. Pocobus ben Uirz Hamburger and Anglicized as R. 
Philip Hart and also KR. Aaron Ifart--a fact first established in the Catalo- 
guo of the Exhibition, THe was Ribbi of the first Ashkenazi synagogue 


as 


opened in 1602 at Broad Court, Mark Lane, by the Rabbi’s wealthy brother, 


Moses Hart. The chief incident of interest during his Rabbinate was a dispute 
about a divorce which led to the publication of various Hebrew tracts, the first 
pieces of Anglo-Hebrew literature ; and the building of the Great Synagogue in 
1721. KR. Phocbus died in 1756, and was succeeded in the following year by 
R. Hirsch Lobel or R. Hart Lyon, who held the Rabbinate for only seven years, 
as he was dissatisfied with the piety of London Jews, declaring in answer to a 
question that he left London because that was the first question they had taken 
the trouble to put to him. He also said that at London he had money but no 
Jews, at Mannheiin Jews but no money, at Berlin neither Jews nor money. The 
next name mentioned is that of his son, Saul, who never officiated as Chief Rabbi 
here, though he was buried here after a remarkable career abroad. Next came 
R. David Tebile Schiff in 1765, grand uncle of the present Chief Rabbi. At his 
death, in 1792, the Chief Rabbinate remained vacant for several years, the congre- 
gregation availing themselves of the services of R. Moses Mycrs of the New 
Synagogue, Finally there was R. Solomon flirschel!, born in London, 1762, a 
son of R. Hart Lyon, called to the Rabbinate in 1892, and died in 1841. The 
reverend lecturer concluded with an earnest hope that the Synagogue Archives 
would-be carefully preserved and thoroughly investigated by a competent 
inquirer,

The Tablet to the memory of the late Mra. M, N. Adler, President of the Ladies 
Comunittee of the Stepney Jewish Schools, which has been placed in the large school- 
room of the girls department, was unveiled. on Sunday last. Among those present 
were Mr. F. D: Mocatta, who presided, the Revs, Dr. H. Adler, M. A. Epstein, J. 
Friedeborg (Neweastle-on-Tyne), J. A. Gouldstein, I. 8. Meisels, Dr. Stern (Chief 


_ Rabbi of Hamburg and son-in-law of the Chief Rabbi), and J, F. Stern; Dr, A. 


Cohen, Dr. M. Friedlander; Messrs M, N, Adler, E. N, Adler, H. Bentwitch, J. 
Bergtheil, H. Defries, M. Gabriel, Stephen S. Hyam, H. Hymans, B, Kisch, A. Levy, 
E. Morley, S. Moses, B.A., W. Myers, Charles Samuel, M, L. Schaap, and several 
members of the La lics Committee, 
The proceedings commenced with the singing by the choir of “The Lord is my 
Shepherd,” under the direction of Mr, W. Ashe Payne, the Head Master, by whom 
the programme of the afternoon was arranged.

The CHAIRMAN delivered a brief address. In feeling terms Mr. Mocatta spoke of 
the many virtues of the late Mrs. Adler, of her acts of kindness to the children of 
the Stepney Schools, and of the affection in which she was held by her family and 
friends. He referred to the sad gratification which Mr. Adler must derive from the 
knowledge of the deep respect and great love felt for his lamented wife, and he 
then mentioned the good work initiated by her in providing dinners for indigent 
pupils who were underfed. The relatives and friends of the deceased lady had 
determined that this work should not lapse and they had raised a fund in order 
that the meals might be given in the future as regularly as they had been in the 


past. Mr Mocatta alluded in terms of satisfaction to the high positions to which 


some of the former pupils had attained, especially as members of the Jewish 
ministry. and he attributed these successes to the example and teachings of Mra, 
Adler, In conclusion, he expressed the hope that Mrs. Adler's children would do 
their utmost to foster the Stepney Schools, and he then unveiled the tablet, which 
contains the following inscription.

Tothe children asa loving pareat and to the teachers a helpful and sympathetic friend, she 
endeared herself to all with whom hor work brought her into contact alike by the 
amiability of her disposition and by hor self-sacrificsing devotion to duty.

The tablet, which is of marble, is the work-of Mr. Henry Harris (Messrs. Harris 
and Son, Beaumont Street, Mile End), a former pupil of the School. 
Mendelssohn's “O rest in the Lord” was sang asa solo by Isaac Van Minden, 


and an elegy by Calcott, * Forgive Blest Shade,” was well rendered by the Choir. 


The Rev. Dr. H. AbLER then rose on behalf of the family. to hand over to the 
Committee the “ Fanny Adler Memorial Fund.” This fund, asexpressed by Dr. Adler 
in his short speech (which was full of pathetic allusions to the intense interest taken 
by his lamented sister-in-law in the Stepney Schools), was initiated by the members 
of the family. Several intimate friends then joined the movement, which was also 
taken up by the Committee, with the result that upwards of £350 was collected. In 
the name of Mr. Marcus Adler and of his other relatives, Dr. Adler thanked the 
teachers and pupils, past and present, for their tribute to the memory of one whom 
they had loved so wisely and well. But beyond such memorials her name would live 
in the Schools, and the most gratifying thing to her purified spirit would be to know 
that there still remained friends on carth who would continue her work. Dr. Adler 
then formally handed over the deed of foundation of the Memorial Fund to Mr. B, 
Kisch, the Vice-President of the Schools. 

Mr. RB. Kisch,in accepting the deed of gift, said that the tablet would serve as @ 
reminder to all connected with the School, teachers, pupils, and Committee, to act 
up to the high standard of duty which Mrs. Adler had set for herself. 

On the motion of the Rey. J. F. Stern, seconded by Mr, Charles Shmith, a vote 
of thanks was passed to the Chairman, who gracefully acknowledged the compliment, 

JOSEPH JOSEPH, one of the pupils, proposed in a neat speech, and the Rev. J. 
Friedeberg (an old pupil), seconded, a vote of thanks to the Rev. Dr. H. Adler, 
Mr. Marcus Adler, and the contributors to the Memorial Fund, for this considerate 
act of kindness to the poorer pupts. 

The proceedings terminated with the singing of “Adon Olam,” by the

THE SUPPLY OF COMMUNAL’ WORKERS. 
| 


Tue lamented death of Liongn Coney has brought into prominence the con- 
ditions under which the work of the community is performed. From letters 
in our correspondence columns, and from his own remarks, it is clear that 
he thought not only of the work immediately before him, but even of the 
work that was to be done after him, and that he was anxious that this should 
be undertaken by young men of ability and promise arising amongst us. He 
not only concerned himself with communal work, but likewise with communal 
workers. And those who wish to work in his spirit must take into consi- 
deration this part of his activity as well as the more direct application of 
their abilities to communal work. 

It is the part of the true statesman to look ahead, and in this Lioyen 
ConEN was every inch a statesman. He could bide his time for the moment 
of fruition. He could be content to take a present defeat in the sure prescience 
of a future victory. And in building up the organisation of the various pub- 


lic bodies with which he was connected he did not leave out of account the — 


question how the work was to be carried on in future. He was particularly 
anxious that young men should not bz debarred ‘rom “ hard, dry, and monoto- 
nous work” by any obstacles that he could put in their way. Many a 
kindly word of encouragement, many a flattering consultation, discussion or 
interview was bestowed on any young man who seemed likely todo good ser 

vice to the community. It would be well that in this respect, above all, his 
example should be followed by those who aspire to tread in his footsteps. 
The first-fruits of one’s energy and ability thus given to the community 
will be returned four-fold. Nearly all those who have made their mark in 
public life first gained their experience and obtained familiarity with the con- 
duct of public business within the community, Our Institutions give oppor- 


tunity for aman serving his apprenticeship, 80 to speak, in public life. 


In the chaotic state of modern society the bonds that held men together 
are everywhere relaxed. Even the family bond is not so close as it used to 


be and the communion of faith is no longer held sufficient to secure friend- 


ship or even acquaintance. Here in London especially the wide distance 
that separates family from family tends to produce isolation where before 
there was familiarity. Bat communion of work is still a link that binds 
man and man in closer bonds often than blood relationship; and it is in 
every way desirable that these bonds should be tightened andl strengthened 
by those who wish to see the community consolidated. Hence the communal 
importance of such unifying bodies as those with which Liove, Conken was 
especially connected—the United Synagogue and the Board of Guardians 
They bring together the best abilities of the community ; they give a natural 
scope for proper ambition ; they give an object outside the self and family 
life tomany who would otherwise bs without such an object. | 

But these bodies and others like them are not alone adapted for the 
present : they have a long and, we trust, illustrious future before them, and 
there arises the problem of prolacing continuity in their efficiency by a 
fresh supply of workers as the older ones grow feeble or drop away. This 
Lionet Conen saw and was anxious to provide for, and as a correspondent 
in our last issue pointed out he did this by way of encouraging instead of 
repressing young men. There is a tendency for able men to resent inter- 
ference with their work, especially from younger and therefore presumably 
less able workers. Accordingly young men on Committees are apt to be 
treated with scant consideration by their older colleagues. As our corres- 
pondent put it with more force than elegance there is atendency to “ sit 
upon” young men at Committees. This is essentially short sighted and 
unstatesmantike policy: the young men do not interfere with “ business ” 


any more: but neither do they attend tothe bisiness of meetings any more, | 
| and when the time comes for them to take up the task, they are no longer

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willing and a dearth of communal workers ensues. On the other hand, the | 


virtue of self-abnegation is its own reward. Really good work done in a 
conscientious manner never fails to secure hearty approbation and appre- 
ciation. But young men must often be content with this knowledge without 
approval finding practical expression. They must also learn to exercise 
patience, not only ia the enforcement of their own opinions, but in their 
obtaining promotion in the communal ranks. From the time of Moses 
downwards the leaders of Jews have too often exclaimed, “ would God all the 
Lord’s people were prophets.” | 

Again, young men who are likely to do good communal work are mostly 
idealist in tendency, and are left to be repelled passively, if not actively, by 
the tone too often adopted at committee meetings. Men of ability like to 
show their business-like habits and capacity to reduce the discussion at 
meetings to mere business details which cannot fail to repel young and 
ardent spirits. The whole tone of discussion is lowered by this perpetual 
appeal to financial considerations that too often engage the sole attention of 
the communal workers of the day. Taey leave out of consideration the 
effect of their monotonous discussion on the men who are to succeed them. 
This was the difficulty that Ltone. Coney foresaw when he spoke of the 
‘‘ hard, dry and monotonous ” character of communal work. 

The tendency to leave out of consideration young men who have only 


promise without performance to recommend them reaches its climax in the 


excessive consideration paid to those members of the community whose per- 
formance has received recognition from the outside world. These men 
naturally take the lead inside the community itself, andthere is a clear ten- 
dency to pay overmuch deference to their sayings and doings. A title of 
any sort is sufficient to elicit an amount of homage which would be ludicrous 
were it not so full of danger to the community by both disgusting and repel- 
ling the young workers in whose hands the community must fall by the 
mere process of tim>. The lealers themselves should b2 careful how they 
encourage this state of things which may be personally flattering, but is so 
likely to prove pernicious in the future. | 

All these considerations were present to the mind of Liongt Conen 
when he thought of the future and of the men who should constitute it. 
Nowhere was he more in his element than in instructing or encouraging a new- 
fledged member of a Board in its working. It is for this reason as much as 
anything that his untimely death has been treated as a personal loss by all 
those who were connected with him in communal work. Mn mournthe 
loss of one who not alone did good work himself, but encouraged others to 
do good work by his words of sympathy and careful avoidance of aught that 
could repel or discourage. Those who desire to perpetuate his memory 
cannot do better than to imitate his conduct in this regard, and look forward, 


as he did, with statesmanlik foresight, to the future supply of communal — 


workers. 


MODERN BIBLICAL CRITICISM. 


By ALFRED G. HENRIQUES, 


There is an able and thoughtful article on the above subject in the current 
number of the Nineteenth Century Review, which will amply repay the trouble of 
p-rusal. The author (a naturalist of great eminence and reputation, and a Roman 
Catholic) discusses fairly and frankly the probable effects of modern Biblical criti- 
cism on Roman Catholicism. He does not hesitate to examine the attitude of the 
Roman Catholic Church towards physical science in past and in recent times, and 
refers boldly to the celebrated Galilean episode, He mentions Mr. Lilly and his 
recent writings on the same subject, with peculiar commendation and approval. Mr. 
Lilly, as well as Mr, Mivart, is an avowed and sincere Roman Catholic. It is 
extremely interesting and encouraging to observe the intellectual attitude of Roman 
Catholics of such scientific and literary eminence, in face of that which must be 
regarded as a religious revolution. The foundations of religious belief are threatened, 
and old traditions of vast antiquity are in danger of being reduced to the level of 
myth or fable. In this tremendous difficulty Roman Catholics possess one advantage 
—if it be an advantage, Their religion is one of authority. The Roman Pontiff can 
declare authoritatively that which shall be believed —he can declare the documents 
which shall be deemed historical or canonical, and he can declare the mode of inter- 
pretation that shall be given to disputed passages or controverted doctrines. The 
religions which possess no authoritative Head, but rely solely on the light of reason 
for their faith, are doubtless in a more difficult position and are more liable to the 
perturbations of doubt or disbelief, | ) 

The difficulties of harmonizing modern Biblical criticism and the old traditional 
beliefs are confessedly great, but the difficulties have to be met boldly and, if possi- 
ble, overcome. It is more than probable that in the near future great changes of 
belief and of ceremonial practice will become inevitable. The need at the present 
time is for calm and fair examination of the whole subject of the historic authenti- 
city of the Biblical records, It must be made—delays will not avail—if the new 
criticism is to be discredited, and the old faith preserved with or without modifica- 
tion. It will be wise to acquaint ourselves with the mode of warfare as well as with 
the weapons to be employed. If, as is far more probable, the new criticism is ulti- 
mately in some modified form to be universally accepted by the learned, it cannot 
but be most expedient to accommodate our minds to changes that will be repulsive 
enough to many earnest and zealous believers. Professor Mivart is not alarmed at 
the impending issue. Jews are entitled to equal confidence. Religious faith in its 
various forms has survived the astronomical revolution of the sixteenth century, and 
the geological revolution of the eighteenth century, It has passed through the 


biological revolution of our own day.. Thedoctrine of evolution has not destroyed 
it ; neither will modern historic criticism. Still the new destructive criticism may 
render necessary considerable modifications of ancient beliefs, and to these we may 
look forward with courage and with confidence. The authorities upon whom Prof. 
Mivart relies are: Reuss, Colenso, Wellhansen and Kuenen. He does not dogmati- | 
cally declare that their conclusions are definitively established ; he refers to their 
opinions as indicating results that may be expected in the course of time by the 
application to Biblical records of the historic method. The scientific method of 


| Niebuhr and Grote is employed and similar destructive results are obtained. Much 


that was formerly accepted as historic and true, when submitted to the crucible o 
criticism becomes unhistoric and untrue—alleged historical fact is found to be 


largely mythological. Legendary stories greatly prevail and much romance is 
mixed with historic detail. 


In the first place, it is alleged that the Biblical acoount of the Exodus 
of the Hebrews from Egypt is entirely unhistoric, thoagh it is not doubted 
that Moses led the Hebrews out of Egypt. It is very improbable that 
Moses wrotea line of the Pentateuch. The most ancient fragments of the Bible are 
the Songs of Moses and of Deborah. Some portions of Judges, of Samuel and of 
Kings are of great antiquity. There are apparently three codes of, Laws included 
in the Pentateuch and Book of Joshua—they are not only separate and distinct, but 
contradictory. They indicate different conditions of religious thought at different 
periods. The earliest code referred to in the Pentateuch (not one of the three codes 
above mentioned) is the Book of the Covenant, it permits sacrifices throughout the 
whole Hebrew territory, and is silent on the special functions of the Levites. From 
many indications it is clear that sacrifices were originally offered by various non- 
Levitical persons at amultitude of places. The first authoritative code appears to be 
due to the blending of two documents of much earlier age, the authorship of both of 
which is wholly unknown. These two documents are the now celebrated “ Jahvist” 
and ‘‘ Elohist ’—so called from the prevailing name of God used in each document. 
The former is supposed to be as old as the eighth or ninth century, BC., the latter is 
held to be somewhat more recent. To the ‘ Jahvist’’ we owe parts of Genesis and 
portions of Exodus and Numbers. It is not difficult to separate the respective por- 
tions (Wellhausen). The ‘“ Jahvist”’ vivifies the older legends and transforms the 
stories of the Patriarchs into models for imitation by all pious Hebrews. 

To the “ Elohist ’ we also owe portions of Genesis and further portions of 
Exodus and Numbers. He is less anthropomorphic than the * Jabvist.” and is dis- 
posed to substitute dreams for divine manifestations. He belongs to the period of 
the great conflict between Israel and Assyria, and of the prophets Amos, Hosea, and 
parts of Zechariah, Isaiah and Micah. The writers of the “Jahvist ” and * Elohist” 
know nothing of the Priesthood, with special and inclusive rights —they know 
nothing of a ritual law with divine obligation a3 promulgatel by Moses, They 
lived and wrote before any Mosaic code came into existence. | 

The Second Code is that of Deuteronomy, the date of which is fixed about the 
time of King Josiah. This code was clearly unknown to the earlier prophets. Its 
chief object seems to bo the exaltation of Jerusalem asa religious centre and the 
limitation of the sacrifices to the Temple at Jerusalem, and especially to the appro- 
priation of the Levitical priesthood to conduct the established sacrificial rites. 
Jeremiah was the great prophet of this period, and his book is in entire accord with 
the Deuteronomical code. The prophet Zephaniah 13 of the same period. In the 
prophet Ezekiel there is a distinct advance towards Sacerdotalism. He speaks of the 
distinction between the Priests and the Levites, but the priests to whom he alludes 
are the sons of Zadok, not the sons of Aaron. It is impossible to believe that the 
Levitical Code could have been in existence when Ezekiel wrote. otherwise he must 
have referred to it. He writes in the spirit of a Levite, but he has not learnt the 
elevation of the Aaronic family to the Priesthood. The Levitical Code is of the 
period of the exile. Under the influence of Ezra and Nehemiah the Priestly Code 
was elaborated. The distinction between Priests and Levites is referred back to 
Moses, to whom also is attributed the appointment of the Aaronic family to the 
Priesthoood. 

To this period must be assigned the appointment of a Day of Atonement (never 
before mentioned) and the introduction of the Jubiles Yew (nover practised). 
With regard to the sacrificial system, it assumes only one lawful place of sacrifice. 

To Ezra and Nehemiah we must attribute the general editing of the previous 


- documents and re-adjustment of the codes. Notwithstanding the evident “ editing” 


many inconsistencies and contradictions are apparent, rom their hands issued the 
so-called Mosaic Laws as they are known tous. The majority of modern critics 
deem it highly improbable that the Patriarchs ever existed, and that no part of 
their history is of the slightest value. 

Such is a brief and imperfect sketch of the general results of modern biblical 
criticism. Results it must be stated which a great number of eminent scientists 
are willing to endorse. It may ultimately be shown that many of the conelusion§ 
of Wellhausen, of Kuenen and others, require modificationor amendment, but fa 
vast array of historical critics and moderna scientific nen agree that Biblical history 
has to be adjusted to conclusions and by methods: very similar, if not identical 
with those herein set forth. | 

As to the effect of this new learning on Judaism, a few remarks will now b 
offered. It is proper to observe that the Patriarchs are rejected as entirely un- 
historic characters, and are relegated to the region of myths and legends. If this 
destructive criticism can ba maintained, the miraculous “call” of Abraham and 
the promises made to him, must be abandoned, Doubtless these conclusions will 
greatly surprise pious Hebrews. The unhistoric character of the biblical narrative 
ef the Exodus, and of the tremendous events said t» have taken place at Sinai are, 
however, fatal to the claims of dogmatic J udaisin. It has long been believed that 
the authorship of the Ten Commandments has to be sought in Egypt, where ~ the 
Book of the Dead” gives some remarkable parallelisms. These are the great ques- 
tions on which Jewish thought has to be concentrated. In the present 
condition of biblical criticism, it would be most unwise to * form 
inflexible opinions, or to assume unchangeable positions, either favorable 
or antagonistic to the new learning. The object of the writer will be fully attained, 
if he succeed in directing a very much larger share of public attention to questions 
which are vital to Jewish Belief, and which in the near future will imperatively 
press for a’ solution. They are questions which evnnot profitably be wot . 4 
ignored, The Hebrews are the people of the “ Book.” By the “ Book” dogmatic 


| Judaism must standor fall; Itis needless to point to the immense antiquity of 
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Judaism and to the severe trials it has gone through. Antiquity in many aspects i, 
an element of weakness; not of strength. No danger, that Judaism has ever 
escaped is as formidable as the present one—Judaism has in the past entered into 
contests with rival creeds, It has overcome them all in solid argument, but the 
approaching combat will be of a totally different kind. None of the eld weapons 
will avail, none of the old arguments will succeed against an array of learning, 
which the world has never before equalled. The field of the combat has also 
changed, It will not be a challenge of a doctrine or of a text or the interpretation 
of a Prophecy. It will be a challenge as to the value of the records upon which 
allis founded. If the “Book” be unhistoric and incapable of sustaining the pre- 
tensions of dogmatic Judaism, pious Hebrews need not be disheartened. Funda- 
mental beliefs need no historic records to validate them. A new foundation must 
be sought for the Ancient Faith, and it will doubtless be no less potent to concentrate 
religious fervour than that which may be lost. For indeed, on the failure of dog- 
matic Judaism to fulfil the intellectual needs and aspirations of the coming 
generation, a new and more solid and also a p.ore rational basis may be found for 
the grand and simple faith, which rejuvenated by the infusion of modern knowledge 
may still continue to give comfort and solace to those of the ancient race, who 
cannot conscientiously sacrifice their reason or their standard of historic truth in 
favour of records, however ancient their origin or however beautiful their contents,

Before the business on the Agenda was reached, 

Mr. Oswatnp J, SIMON rose and said that the Board should place on record its 
appreciation of the irreparable Toss the community had sustained by the death of 
Mr. Lionel L. Cohen. So much had been said and written of this man that it was 
utterly unnecessary for him to add anything more. The organisation of the whole 
Jewish Community was due to his gifted mind. Those who knew Mr. Cohen most 
intimately could best estimate his high qualities, those high qualifications which had 
endeared him to the whole community and to all those with whom he came into 
contact. Mr. Simon therefore moved : That this Board records its deep senserofthe 
irreparable loss sustained by the Jewish Community of this country by the untimely 
death of Mr. Lionel Cohen, M.P., and an expression of the Board’s deep and 
abiding sympathy to his bereaved widow and family. 

Mr. P. FALK seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously, 

A letter was read from the Home Secretary, conveying the thanks of the Queen 
for the loyal and dutiful address on the occasion of the Jubilee. 

The Solicitor and Secretary (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) reported the presentation of 
the address to the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, and the return by the 
Féreign Office of the £125 collected by the Secretaries of the Board and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association for the relief of the Roumanian Jews in Cyprus, the necessity 
for this relief no longerexisting. | 

Mr. Lewis Emanuel mentioned thatit had been intended to return the donations to 
the several contributors, but that, in view of the distress caused to thousands of 
Jewish persons at Bottuschani (in Roumania) by the recent conflagration, the 
donors would be asked to allow their gifts to be employed for the benefit of these 
persons, Several of the contributors had already given their consent to this course, 

The resignation of Mr. A. Hoffiung was notified to the Board, as Deputy for 
the Liverpool Oid Hebrew Congregation, and the election of Mr. B. Newgass in 
his stead. 

The Board were also informed that the President had certified the Rev. D. Fay 
as Secretary for Marriage purposes at the Central Synagogue, iu the place of the 
late Rey. 8. Lyons. 

A further correspondence was read with the Rev. Dr. H. Adler concerning the 
care of disused Jewish cemeteries, with especial reference to the cemetery at King’s 
Lynn. Dz. Adler suggested that the Board should undertake the charge of such 
cemeteries, but it was pointed out that the Board had no funds. 

Mr. PHILIP FALK called attention to the subject of a cemetery belonging to 
the Manchester Hebrew Congregation, which the Prestwich Local Board was 
desirous of closing. A correspondence on the same subject was read. The congre- 
gation was advised to put itself in communication with the Home Office on this 
question. 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

The monthly meeting, the last before the recesss, of the Council of the United 
Synagogue, was held on Monday at the Central Synagogue Chambers. There were,

A letter was read from Mr. Leonard L. Cohen, in acknowledgment of the 
condolence by the Council on the death of his father, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, 

Letters were read from the East London Synagogue, notifying the election of 
the Rev. J. F. Stern as Minister and Secretary, and from the Central Synagogue 
annoucing the re-election of the Rev. D. Fay as Minister. 

The Executive Committee brought up a report on the reference of the Council 
at the last meeting with respect toa scheme of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, 
substituting for Ordinary Offerings at the Reading of the Law a fixed annual 
chargeon gentlemen's full-priced seats only. The Executive Committee reported 
that they “ had have under theirconsideration the above reference of the Council. It was 
stated on behalf of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue that the Voluntary Offerings 
are falling off in a very marked degree, and that it is absolutely necessary, in the 
interests of the Synagogue, that some substitute should be provided whereby the 
financial burden of the Synagogue should be more equally divided among the 
seatholders. In view of the possibility of the Council reverting, at the end of 
three years from the institution of the present financial arrangements, to the 
previous system, the Executive Committee have resolved to recommend to the Council : 
That the St. John’s Wood Synagogue be authorised to raise their seat rentals by 
the amounts of annual charge in lieu of ordinary offerings, and in the proportions 
set out in their Secretary's letter of the 24th May, 1887; and that the proposed 
increase be attributed 65 per cent for seat rental and 35 per cent for taxation for 
the general purposes and the bnilding rate of the United Synagogue.” 7 

Mr. Henry Lucas formally moved, and Mr. DAy1pD BENJAMIN seconded, the adop- 
tion of the Report. 

Mr, Moss BenJAMIN (Borough Synagogue) opposed the scheme as a member of 
the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. He maintained that in face of the opposition whieh 
‘he scheme had encountered among the members, the Board of Management had 
committed an error of judgment in persisting on carrying it through. So strong 
was the feeling against the scheme that he feared, if it were carried, a number of 
members would withdraw and set up an independent synagogue. If the Board of 
Management continued their course of action, the result would be that the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue, now one of the most flourishing places of worship, would become a 
decaying synagogue. He moved that the question be referred back to the Executive 
Committee for further consideration. 

Mr. E. SALOMONS seconded the amendment. 

_ Mr. Henry HyMAns denied that the opposition was so formidable as Mr. Ben- 
jamin had suggested. In fact so weak were the opponents that in spite of their 
exertions they had been unable to carry a single one of their candidates at the last 
election. If by the adoption of the scheme, a few seats became vacant, they would 
soon be re-let as there were many applications, which at present could not be complied 
with, for seats in the synagogue. The necessity of the scheme was shown by the fact 
that the offerings per individual were falling off year by year. 

Mr. A. LEVy opposed the scheme on the ground that an important principle was 
at stake. Ie believed that the abolition of offerings would introduce an easy-going 
system in the adininistration of the synagogue, which would have a bad effect on 
officials and the management alike, and would tend to the deterioration of the ser- 
vice, The action of the local committee, who were dealing a blow at the system of 
ao contributions, was hardly calculated to produce unanimity among the 
members. 

Mr. H. A. ABRAHAMS denied that the Board of Management had acted in an 
arbitrary manner. It was unlikely that they would have laid any plan before the 


Council which might jeopardiso the prosperity of the Synagogue. If theopposition — 


had been a strong one, the Board would certainly have withdrawn theirscheme, but 
it was because they knew that the opposition was captious and the work of a single 
gentleman that they had determined to persevere. Asan illustration of his assertion 
he mentioned that at least three-fifths of the opponents had never before set foot 
in the Synagogue, 

The CHAIRMAN said that the question had been thoroughly investigated both 
by the Committee of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue and by the Executive Com- 
mittee. It was clear that the object of the plan was to make the seat rental suffice 
for the expenditure. Every warden told the same story of the difficulty they met with 
in trying to balance the income and expenditure. ‘They could not pay to humble seat- 
holders the attention which was their duc, because they wanted the money of the 
wealthy members, The humble member was put on one side, and the wealthy seat- 
holder rece!ved all the honours, If the scheme were adopted, the revenue would be 
secured, aid all would receive the same attention. The seatholders would then be 
induced to take a more active interest in the affairs of their synagogue, 

Mr. Hexry Hart, while not objecting to the scheme in principle, opposed the 
scale of charges as being needlessly large. He therefore supported the amendment 
referring the matter back to the Executive Committee in order that the scale might 
be modified and its success ensured. : | 

The amendment on being put was lost, 14 voting in its favour and 22 against. 
The recommendation of the Executive Committee was then adopted by 25 votes to 5. 

The Council agreed to a recommendation of the Executive Committee in fayour 
of a pension of £160 per annum to the widow of the late Rev. 8. Lyons. 

Mr. Henny E. BeppINGToNn submitted a report of the Building Committee 
respecting some repairs at the Great Synagogue, and another report from Mr. N. 8. 
J oseph on the subject of a settlement in the walls at the South East corner of the 
main building of that Synagogue. After describing the works which had been 
necessary to remedy the settlement, Mr. Joseph observed: There is 
no doubt that the foundations are, generally, in an unsatisfactory 
condition, owing co the nature of the _ soil on which the building 
stands, and that other portions of the structure may have to be underpinned in the 
future, as the soil in the neighbourhood gets more deeply drained ; but by reason 
of the great solidity of the structure, no danger need be apprehended if the settle- 
ments are repaired in time. 1 mightadd that, in my personal recollection, a settle-. 
ment has existed for thirty years in the wall facing Duke Street, below the three 
ground-iloor windows nearest Aldgate ; but although the brickwork is there consi- 
derably out of level, no evil effects have yet resulted, the subsidence being spread 
overa long length. I advise that you put the enclosed drawing and thisreport in 
some safe place, where it may serve as a record of what has now been done, and as 
usef wl information to our successors, whenever future settlements may occur, © 

On the motion of Mr. II. E. BEDDINGTON, it was resolved that Mr. Joseph's sug- 
gestions be acted upon, and a vote of thanks was passed to him for his report. 

A letter was read from Messrs. Emanuel and Siinmonds notifying the bequests 


of the late Mr, Lionel L. Cohen to the United Synagogue, as already mentioned by 


us, viz, £4,000 to the General Fund and £2,000 to the General Fund, the capital in 
the latter instance to remain intact. 

Che Centr al Synagogue reported tothe Council that consequent on the death of 
the Rev. 5. Lyons, a re-arrangement of the offices had been effected, the Rev. D, 
Fay adding the functions of Second Reader and Secretary to that of Preacher. An 
application for leave to increase the emoluments of the Revs. D. Fay and E. Spero 
Was, at the suggestion of the Chairman, withdrawn, it being contrary to the usual

practice to make such applications except at the beginning of the year when the 
estimates are introduced, 

Mr. B. L. Cohen was, on the suggestion of Mr. A. E. SypN&Y, elected a delegate 
of the United Synagogue tothe Board of Guardians in the place of his late brother, 
Bir. Lionel LL. Conen. | 

Mr. B. L. Conen, in returning thanks, said that he would do all in his power to 
mitigate, it would be impossible to repair, the loss which the Board of Guardians 
had sustained by the death of his brother. It would be a pleasure to one of his 
family to continue the connection with the Board. 

On the motion of Mr. Noan Davis, Mr. Alfred L. Cohen was appointed to 
carry out the arrangements, hitherto in the hands of the late Mr, Lionel L. 
Cohen, for the services held at the Jews’ Free School on the New Year and Day of 
Atonement. These functions had been performed by members of the Cohen family 
for about 80 years. 

The Dalston Synagogue notified the gift of a handsomely embroidered curtain 
for the Ark, by Mr. Mark Jacobson, to whom the thanks of the Council were 
voted. 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the chair.

The Annual Distribution of Prizes to the pupils of the Old Ford and North 
Bow Jewish Classes and Sabbath School was held on Sunday last at the Olga Road 
Board School where these classes meet. Mr. Oswald J. Simon occupied the Chair 
and the prizes were distributed by Lady Simon, who, on her arrival, was presented 
with a handsome bouquet of flowers by Miss Bessie Vallentine, one of the pupils. 
The usual dullness of the class-room was considerably relieved by a display of 
trophies of shieldsand flags and pennons kindly lent by Messrs. J. Defries and Son. 

The proceedings commenced with the singing of the 8th Psalm in Hebrew by 
the pupils, under the direction of Mrs. 8. Heiser ; subsequently a Hebrew recitation, 
‘David's Lamentation” was delivered, and Psalms xxiv. and C were sung. 

The Report of the Examiner, Dr. Friedlander, was read. It stated that the 
work done by the classes during the past twelve months was satisfactory, and that 

* the teachers performed their task conscientiously, 

Prior to the distribution of prizes the Chairman formally declared open a large 
case of books which, he said, had been presented by Mr. Moses Davis, to form the 
nucleus of a library for the use of the children attending the classes. He hoped 
that the gift would be appreciated by the children, and that further presentations 
of books would be made. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN a vote of thanks was unanimously passed to 
Mr. DAVIs. 

The prizes were then distributed by Lady Simon, who addressed a few words 
of encouragement to each recipient. 

The CHAIRMAN then addressed the meeting and in the course of 
his remarks he said that the question of the religious inostruction 
of children was one of the most vital questions affecting Jews and Judaism. The 
changes which the last thirty or forty years had produced somewhat altered the 
character and life of the Jewish community. At the time his father was his age, 
the great buttle of political liberty was being waged, and this so engrossed the 
energies of the community that the question of religious education did not receive 
that careful attention which it deserved. Forty years ago and even at a later 
period a sermon in the vernacular was a rare occurrence; the Jews’ Free School 
was.then in existence, but it had not yet attained its present extensive scope and 
marvellous excellence. Before the Jews acquired their political rights they were 
banded together in an “enforced separateness,’ which was, however, proof against 
that danger, which had stepped in during later times, of Jews leaving the folds of 
Israel. Jews then lived practically in one quarter.their whole public interest was limited 
to the horizon of communalaffairs. When they were labouring under religious disability 
and petty persecution, they were banded togetherin closer sympathy and religious com- 
munion, but the disappearance of the need for “ enforced separateness ” had deprived the 
community of the great protecting link which kept the Jewish people together in 
the past. He was not satisfied with the state of Judaism’ of to-day. there was a 
distinct tendency on the part of many Jews who had prospered to cast off their 
adhesion to the Jewish faith, or to slacken their attachment to it. He believed that 
this tendency could be counteracted by an adequate knowledge of the tenets of the 
Jewish religion and of its glorious history. When persons were pointed out to him 
as being the children or grandchildren of Jews who had left the faith, he always 
accounted for it by the fact that Judaism was not properly taught fifty years ago, 
and in the early part of the present century, and in the same way be accounted for 
the falling away of ten or twelve families who should have been pillars to the 
community. The hope for the future was in the extension of Sabbath classes where 
the children would receive thorough religious instruction and be imbued with 
Jewish history and inculeated with a true conception of the Jewish religion. 
Mr. Simon then addressed the children, and earnestly appealed tothem to be regular 
in their attendance at the classes, and to profit by the instruction they received. 

The Rev. A. Lowy, in proposing a vote of thanks to Lady Simon and Mr. 
Oswald J. Simon, referred to Mr. Simon’s efforts on behalf of religious education, — 
and turning to the children said, that in addition to the prizes of books. the Great 
Distributor had bestowed prizes upon all of them, the stamp of intelligence upon 
their faces. and he hoped that they would utilise their prizes by being good and 
religious men and women. | 

The vote was seconded by Mr. 8S. VAN RAALTE and carried unanimously. 

LADY Simon in returning thanks said: I very much appreciate your kind 
expressions. It has been a great pleasure to me to be here with my son to take 
part in the proceedings of to-day. Iam sorry my husband was unable to accompany 
me, he feels deeply interested in the welfare of the school. Great credit is due to 
the Committee and teachers and also to the children. : | 

On-the motion of the CHAIRMAN, a voteof thanks was passed to the Committee, 
which was acknowledged by Mr. S. H. VALENTINE, the Chairman; on the motion 
of Mr. HENry F. BARNET, of Melbourne, to Dr, Friedlander for his report; and 
on the motion of Mr. Louis DAvis to Mr. and Mrs. Heiser and the teaching staff.

PENTONVILLE PRISON, —At the conclusion of the service on Sabbath last at this 
prison, the Rev, J. F. Stern, who has held the office of Chaplain to the Jewish prisoners 
during the last ten and ha'f months, delivered a farewell sermon to the prisoners under 
his care. Having informed his hearers that he was about to address them from tbat spot 
for the last time, Mr, Stern took bis text from Daniel iv. 24. Mr. Stern pointed out tbat 
since much of our civil and criminal code had been framed in the spirit of the inspired 


» the law of God, The } wws of the land are in many cases but an amplification of the law 
of God since their object is to spread honesty and morality. Men are apt to underrate the 


in which the best businessman wins, A large proportion of the offences for which Jews 
ultimately have to suffer the shame and degradation of prison punishment was undoabtedly 
due to this fal-e «nd pernicious doctrine. Referring to the absence of intemperance 
umong the Jews Mr. Stero stated that during his term of office at the prison he 
had only met with one case in which intemperance was clearly the cause of imprison- 
ment. We had season to feel proud of the temperance and moderation which is 
ro general among Jews, But this absence of intemperance, pleasing as it is, had also 
its dark tide, For whereas among the general population a vast degree of the 
blackest crime was perpetrated during a state of unconsciousness brought on by 
excessive drink, there w.s no such excuse to be offered—if excuse it were—for the crimes. 
which were prevalent among the lower classes of Jewish society. They were general] 
premeditated, and were to be traced to the overcrowded state of one ortwotrades, wh‘c! 
xre not sufficieat'y productive. In these trades the supply of laboar becomes greater 
than the demand, trade gradually fal!s of, and gives place to poverty and but too often 
also to crime. Extravagance, a love vf pleasure and show, also led to much 
misery. Mr. Stern stated that it was not unusual for prisoneis to complain 
tu him that they were debarred from performing many of the precepts of our religion, 
euch as the commands of FY¥*¥ [!)°HN Nyy and other ceremonies, which as fromm Jews 
they had always been accustymed to perform. He could only reply that it was an error 
tv suppose that dishonest men and bad citizens cuuld lay claim to the distinction of being 
termed fromm or pious Jews. After pointing out some of the causes which frequently 
lead to # false step in life, and the temptations against which a good man must always 
guard himself, Mr. Stern entreated his hearers to reflect well on the past, to strengthen 
themselves with feelings of earnest repentence and to form good resolutions from past 
experience, resolutions which should produce guvod actions in the future. An earnest 
rayer concluded the sermon. Mr, D, Warserzig, of Jews’ Colicze, will succeed Mr.

NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE RELIGION CLASSES, 


Mr. F. D. Mocatta presided on Sunday at Northampton House, Highbury, at the 
distribution of prizes to the pupils of the North London Synagogue Religion Classes, 
which are conducted by its Minister, the Rev. J. A. Gouldstein. The visitors 
included the Revs. H. Gollancz and J. F. Stern, Dr. Friedlander, Messrs. Israel 
Abrahams, M.A., B. Birnbaum, W. Flatau, Henry Hart, Albert R. Isaacs, J, Levin, 
J. M. Lissack. 

The proceedings commenced with the reading by the Rev. Mr, Gouldstein of his 
report. The report mentions that the classes are now in the third year of their ex- 
istence. The number of children on the books is about 120, showing a slight increase 
on the previous year, and the attendance both in summer and in winter has been 
regular and almost uniform. The classes meet two hours every Sunday, the 
seniors studying the two books of Samuel, the foundations of religion, the principles 
of Judaism (with Commandments in Hebrew), and acollection of texts culled from 
the Holy Writ. The juniors receive instruction in the outlines of religion, the origin 
and aim of the festivals, and the Commandments in English. The first Sunday in 
every month is devoted to examination in Hebrew reading. To pave the way for a 
more hearty interest in the synagogue service by means of congregational singing 
the pupils have begun to learn some of the tunes sung in the North London Syna- 
gogue. Mr. Israel Abrahams, M.A., who had examined the children, reported that 
“the result was in the highest degree satisfactory, the classes being in an excellent 
state of efficiency, marked and general. Hebrew reading was correct and intelligent, 
and questions in history and religion were answered admirably. The essays written 
during the year and as part of the examination were neatly and thoughtfully done.” 
The expenses for the hire of the hall and for purchase of books were met by voluntary 
contributions from a few ladies and gentlemen. 

Mr. F. D. MocaTTA then distributed the prizes, and subsequently delivered an 
address. Mr. Mocatta, who was loudly cheered, said that the system of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes was one which he had advocated for many years, and he was glad 
to see that they were becoming so numerous in the metropolis. One of the blessings 
of the present day was that the Jews were so much in accord with those around them 
belonging to other creeds, that they could sit together on the same school benches 
and learn all things which were common to humanity at large ; but there were cer- 
tain subjects which they did not have in common. It was an evident fact, therefore, 
that the Jews, who formed a small sect, should enjoy the benefits of religious teach- 
ing among themselves. If they wished to keep intact that which had been handed 
down to them, and continue it as a blessing to themselves and to the world in gen- 
eral, it was necessary that the principles of Judaism should be thoroughly well 
taught. He was therefore glad to see so capable a gentleman as Mr, Gouldstein 

engaged in excellent and conscientious work and in widening his sphere of action. 
The Hebrew language was one of the most ancient of tongues; it had handed down 
the beautiful masterpieces of poetry, and a history which was asinteresting to others 
as it was to the Jews. If they did not hand down that language to their successors 
they would be great losers. and would prove themselves unworthy of their ancestors 
who had suffered so much to retain the language in its purity. But Hebrew by 
itself was not religious instruction. Becausea man was a Hebrew scholar it did not 
therefore signify that he was an elevated and religious Jew. He was glad to see 
that.in the North London Religion Classes the pupils were not alone taught Jewish 
history and itsceremonial obligations, but that special attention was given tothe ethics 
inculeated in the Holy Scriptures. He regarded the establishment of such classes as 
a great blessing and as giving more life to the communi'y than any other movement 
at the present day. He wished every success to those and kindred classes. (Cheers). 
Mr. HENRY HART proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, whose name he 
said was a household word in the community for noble deeds. , : 

The Rev. H. GOLLANCZ, in seconding the motion, took occasion to deny that any 
rivalry, in the sense of antagonism, existed between those classes’ and the classes con- 
ducted by him in connection with the Dalston Synagogue. 7 

_ Mr. MocaTTa, in acknowledging the vote. instanced the careers of the late Sir 
Barrow Ellis and Mr. Lionel L. Cohen as typical of the large amount of useful work 
that might be done by a proper arrangement of time. 

Mr. B. BiRNBAUM moved, Mr. W. FLATAU seconded, and Mr, J. M. Lissack 
supported a vote of thanks to Mr. I. Abrahams, the Examiner. <A similar compli- 
ment was paid to the Rev. J. A. Gouldstein, on the motion of Mr. ALBERT R. 
Isaacs, and seconded by the Rev. J. F. Stern. Dr. FRIEDLANDER who supported 
the vote, expressed his satisfaction at seeing how his former students carried out his 
exhortation which he was constantly repeating, that it was not sufficient for ‘a 


| minister to perform the work fixed for him by his external taskmaster in the shape 


of a Warden, but that he should act according to the dictates of his conscience. 

Mr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS and the Rev. Mr. GOULDSTEIN responded to the votes 
of thanks. Mr. Govldstein assured the meeting that so long as his little scholars 
continued to come to him cheerfully so long would he be ready to pive up for 
them every other engagement, to discard every obstacle in the way, and ty renew 
those studies that their pleasantness and patience rendered 0 successful and 
encouraging. It was a satisfaction to him tv know that his young friends were 
_reeéiving a clearer and fuller view of their holy religion, that they were learning 
how it differed from and excelled other creeds, and that they were finaing out that 
Judaism was something more than mere Hebrew reading and translation. Mr. 
Gouldstein expressed his obligations to a number of friends, including Mr. Henry 
Hart, Chairman, and Mr. Albert R. Isaacs, Treasurer of the Class Committee, and 
their colleagues Messrs, B. Birnbaum and W. Flatau ; and to the donors of prizes, 
viz.. Dr. M, Friedlander, Mrs. B. Birnbaum, Mrs. W. Flatau, Mrs. Henry Hart, and 
Messrs. Albert R. Isaacs, F. D. Mocatta, and Adolph Tuck.

The CuarrMAN brought up the Report of the Sub-Committee. This Com- 
mittee reported that, “after mature deliberation, two names suggested them- 
selves as those of gentlemen cminently qualified for the vacant office, viz., Mr. 
Lionel L. Alexander and Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen. Having regard, however, to 
the very valuable services rendered to the Institution by Mr. Alexandcr as 
Honorary Secretary, an office in which it would be extremely difficult to find 
one who could adequately succeed him, this Committee recommends that Mr. 
Benjamin L. Cohen be invited to accept the presidency of the Board. And this 
Committee further recommends the election of Mr. F. D. Mocatta as a Vice- 
Fresident of the Board, and that the laws thercof be so amended as to give 
effect to this recommendation.” 

Sir Henry Isaacs,in moving the adoption of the Report, said: The report 
tells its story so well that it will be unnecessary to detain you at any length. 
In respect of our Jate president, we may say that taking him all in all, we shall 
never lovk on his like again. (Hear, hear). Taking the first name mentioned 
in the report of the Sub-Committee, the same expressions may be used of Mr. 
Alexander with equal force. We know how much devolves on the Honorary 
Secretary to this Board, and we are so satisfied, so more tlan satisfied, so 
delighted with the manner in which our friend, Mr. Alexander, has discharged 
his onerous duties that we should be loth to part with bim in that capacity. 
(Cheers). It is, in fact, only the excellence of our friend in the one position 
that has prevented the Sub-Committee from recommending him for anothier, 
A greater tribute it would be impossible to pay him. (Cheers). Mr. Benjamin 
L. Cohen, who is recommended to you for the Presidency, not only bears a 
name that carries weight with it owing to its being that of our lamented President, 
but in many ways he is exceedingly well qualified to preside over this institu- 
tion. (Cheers). For many years he has been closely occupicd with the chari- 
table work of the community, and he will thus bring with him a high reputation, 
vast experience, and intcnse sympathy for the work on which we are engaged. 
There is another recommendation which I am sure will be received with pleasure; 
it is that Mr. F. D. Mocatta be invited to accept the Vice-Pretidency of the 
Board. (Loud cheers). In his presence I need not cay a single word, save 
that if my friend accepts the office he will confer a lasting service on this 
institution. (Cheers). | 

Mr. Mocarra read a letter from Mr. B. L. Cohen, who observed that if the 
Board sought his services as President, he would place hitoself at their disposal, 
but he at the same time expressed a fear that his want of acquaintance with the 
work of the Board would not render him the most acceptable President of so 
important an organisation. 

In response to inquiries from several members of the Board, Mr. Mocatta 
stated that he had in the first instance been offered the presidency, but that his 
numerous occupations ard his frequent absence extending over a great part of 
the year, owing to his wife’s health, had prevented him from accepting the 
proffered honour. 

The CualRMAN, in confirming Mr. Mocatta’s statement, said that every 
gentlemen who took a leading part in the work of the Board, had pressed him to 
accept the vacant post of President, and it was only when he gave strong 
reasons for not acceding to their request that the pressure was withdrawn, 

After zome discussion, the report of the Sub-Committee was _ adopted, 
and a day was fixed for the formal election of Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen as 
President. 

A letter was read from Messrs. Emanuel aud Simmonds, informing the 
Board that the late President had b.queathed, free of legacy duty, £1,500 for 
the general ol of the Board, and £500 to the Industrial Fund, the interest 
of the latter only to be available.

Jewish High School for Girls last week, 
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OLD FORD AND NORTH BOW JEWISH CLASSES, 


- 
The Annual Distribution of Prizes to the pupils of the Old Ford and North 
Bow Jewish Classes and Sabbath School was held on Sunday last at the Olga Road 
Board School where these classes meet. Mr. Oswald J. Simon occupied the Chair 
and the prizes were distributed by Lady Simon, who, on her arrival, was presented 
with a handsome bouquet of flowers by Miss Bessie Vallentine, one of the pupils. 
The usual dullness of the class-room was considerably relieved by a display of 
trophies of shields and flags and pennons kindly lent by Messrs. J. Defries and Son. 
The proceedings commenced with the singing of the 8th Psalm in Hebrew by 
the pupils, under the direction of Mrs. 8. Heiser ; subsequently a Hebrew recitation, 
‘‘David’s Lamentation” was delivered, and Psalms xxiv. and C were sung. 
The Report of the Examiner, Dr. Friedlinder, was read. It stated that the 
work done by the classes during the past twelve months was satisfactory, and that 


* the teachers performed their task conscientiously, 


Prior to the distribution of prizes the Chairman formally declared open a large 
case of books which, he said, had been presented by Mr. Moses Davis, to form the 
nucleus of a library for the use of the children attending the classes. He hoped 
that the gift would be appreciated by the children, and that further presentations 
of books would be made. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN a vote of thanks was unanimously passed to 


Mr. DAVIs. 


The prizes were then distributed by Lady Simon, who addressed a few words 
of encouragement to each recipient, ’ 

The CHAIRMAN then addressed the meeting and in the course of 
his remarks he said that the question of the religious instruction 
of children was one of the most vital questions affecting Jews and Judaism. The 
changes which the last thirty or forty years had produced somewhat altered the 
character and life of the Jewish community. At the time his father was his age, 
the great buttle of political liberty was being waged, and this so engrossed the 
energies of the community that the question of religious education did not receive 
that careful attention which it deserved. Forty years ago and even at a later 
period a sermon in the vernacular was a rare occurrence; the Jews’ Free School 
was then in existence, but it had not yet attained its present extensive scope and 
marvellous excellence. Before the Jews acquired their political rights they were 
banded together in an “enforced separateness,’ which was, however, proof against 
that danger, which had stepped in during later times, of Jews leaving the folds of 
Israel. Jews then lived practically in one quarter,their whole public interest was limited 
to the horizon of communalaffairs. When they were labouring under religious disability 
and petty persecution, they were banded together incloser sympathy and religious com- 
munion, but the disappearance of the need for ‘‘ enforced separateness ” had deprived the 
community of the great protecting link which kept the Jewish people together in 
the past. He was not satisfied with the state of Judaism of to-day, there was a 
distinct tendency on the part of many Jews who had prospered to cast off their 
adhesion to the Jewish faith, or to slacken their attachment to it. He believed that 
this tendency could be counteracted by an adequate knowledge of the tenets of the 
Jewish religion and of its glorious history. When persons were pointed out to him 
as being the children or grandchildren of Jews who had left the faith, he always 
accounted for it by the fact that Judaism was not properly taught fifty years ago, 
and in the early part of the present century, and in the same way he accounted for 
the falling away of ten or twelve families who should have been pillars to the 
community. The hope for the future was in the extension of Sabbath classes where 
the children would receive thorough religious instruction and be imbued with 
Jewish history and inculcated with a true conception of the Jewish religion. 
Mr. Simon then addressed the children, and earnestly appealed tothem to be regular 
in their attendance at the classes, and to profit by the instruction they received. 

The Rev. A. Lowy, in proposing a vote of thanks to Lady Simon and Mr. 
Oswald J. Simon, referred to Mr. Simon’s efforts on behalf of religious education, 
and turning to the children said, that in addition to the prizes of books, the Great 
Distributor had bestowed prizes upon all of them, the stamp of iatelligence upon 
their faces, and he hoped that they would utilise their prizes by being good and 
religious men and women. 

The vote was seconded by Mr. 8. VAN RAALTE and carried unanimously. 

LADY SIMON in returning thanks said: I very much appreciate your kind 
expressions. It has been a great pleasure to me to be here with my son to take 
part in the proceedings of to-day. Iam sorry my husband was unable to accompany 
me, he feels deeply interested in the welfare of the school. Great credit is due to 
the Committee and teachers and also to the children. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, a vote of thanks was passed to the Committee, 
which was acknowledged by Mr. 8S. H. VALENTINE, the Chairman; on the motion 
of Mr. Henry F. BARNET, of Melbourne, to Dr. Friedlander for his report; and 
on the motion of Mr. Louis DAvis to Mr. and Mrs. Heiser and the teaching staff. 

The proceedings terminated with the singing of the National Anthem by the 
children.

PENTONVILLE PRISON.—At the conclusion of the service on Sabbath last at this 
prison, the Rev, J. F. Stern, who has held the office of Chaplain to the Jewish prisoners 
during the last ten and ha'f months, delivered a farewell sermon to the prisoners under 
his. care. Having informed his hearers that he was about to address them from that spot 
for the last time, Mr, Stern took bis text from Daniel iv. 24. Mr. Stern pointed out that 
since much of our civil and criminal code had been framed in the spirit of the inspired 
Word of God, a transgression of the law of the land generally involved an offence against 
the law of God. The laws of the land are in many cases but an amplification of the law 
of God since their object is to spread honesty and morality. Men are apt to underrate the 
enormity of misdeeds which are but too frequently looked upon as commercial transactions 
in which the best businessman wins. A large proportion of the offences for which Jews 
ultimately have to tuffer the shame and degradativn of prison punishment was undoubtedly 
due to this fal-e end pernicious doctrine. Referring to the absence of intemperance 
wmong the Jews Mr. Stero stated that during his term of office at the prison he 
had only met with one case in which intemperance was clearly the cause of imprison- 
ment. We hadieason to feel proud of the temperance and moderation which is 
ro general among Jewe. But this absence of intemperance, pleasing as it is, had also 
its dark tide. Kor whereas among the general population a vast degree of the 
blackest crime was perpetrated during a_ state unconsciousness brought on by 
excessive drink, there w.s no such excuse to be offered—if excuse it were—for the crimes, 
which were prevalent among tbe lower classes of Jewish society. They were general] 
premeditated, and were to be traced to the overcrowde i state of one ortwotrades, whic 
wre not sufficieat'y productive, In these trades the supply of labour becomes greater 
than the demand, trade gradually fal!s of, and gives place to poverty and but too often 
also to crime. Extravagance, a love of pleasure and show, also led to much 
misery. Mr. Stern stated that it was not unusual for prisone:s to complain 
tv him that they were debarred from performing many of the precepts of our religion, 
tuch as the commands of and other ceremonies, which as fromm Jews 
they had always been accustomed to perform. He could only reply that it was an error 
to suppose that dishonest men and bad citizens could lay claim to the distinction of being 
termed fromm or pivus Jews. After pointing out some of the causes which frequently 
lead to # false step in life, and the temptations against which a good man must always 
guard himself, Mr. Stern entreated his hearers to reflect well on the past, to strengthen 
themselves with feelings of earnest repentence and to form good resolutions from past 
experience, resolutions which should produce ygvood actions in the future. An earnest 
the sermon.

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NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE RELIGION CLASSES, 


Mr. F. D. Mocatta presided on Sunday at Northampton House, Highbury, at the 
distribution of prizes to the pupils of the North London Synagogue Religion Classes, 
which are conducted by its Minister, the Rev. J. A. Gouldstein. The visitors 
included the Revs. H. Gollancz and J. F. Stern, Dr. Friedlander, Messrs. Israel 
Abrahams, M.A., B. Birnbaum, W, Flatau, Henry Hart, Albert R. Isaacs, J, Levin, 
J. M. Lissack. 

The proceedings commenced with the reading by the Rev. Mr. Gouldstein of his 
report. The report mentions that the classes are now in the third year of their ex- 
istence. The number of children on the books is about 120, showing aslight increase 
on the previous year, and the attendance both in summer and in winter has been 
regular and almost uniform. The classes meet two hours every Sunday, the 
seniors studying the two books of Samuel, the foundations of religion, the principles 


of Judaism (with Commandments in Hebrew), and acollection of texts culled from 


the Holy Writ. The juniors receive instruction in the outlines of religion, the origin 
and aim of the festivals, and the Commandments in English. The first Sunday in 
every month is devoted to examination in Hebrew reading. To pave the way for a 
more hearty interest in the synagogue service by means of congregational singing 
the pupils have begun to learn some of the tunes sung in the North London Syna- 
gogue. Mr. Israel Abrahams, M.A., who had examined the children, reported that 
“the result was in the highest degree satisfactory, the classes being in an excellent 
state of efficiency, marked and general. Hebrew reading was correct and intelligent, 
and questions in history and religion were answered admirably. The essays written 
during the year and as part of the examination were neatly and thoughtfully done.” 
The expenses for the hire of the hall and for purchase of books were met by voluntary 
contributions from a few ladies and gentlemen. 

Mr. F. D. MocaTTA then distributed the prizes, and subsequently delivered an 
address. Mr. Mocatta, who was loudly cheered, said that the system of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes was one which he had advocated for many years, and he was glad 
to see that they were becoming so numerous in the metropolis, One of the blessings 
of the present day was that the Jews were so much in accord with thosearound them 
belonging to other creeds, that they could sit together on the same school benches 


and learn all things which were common to humanity at large ; but there were cer- . 


tain subjects which they did not have in common. It was an evident fact, therefore, 
that the Jews, who formed a small sect, should enjoy the benefits of religious teach- 
ing among themselves. If they wished to keep intact that which had been handed 
down to them, and continue it as a blessing to themselves and to the world in gen- 
eral, it was necessary that the principles of Judaism should be thoroughly well 
taught. He was therefore glad to see so capable a gentleman as Mr. Gouldstein 
engaged in excellent and conscientious work and in widening his sphere of action. 
The Hebrew language was one of the most ancient of tongues; it had handed down 
the beautiful masterpieces of poetry, and a history which was asinteresting to others 
as it was to the Jews. If they did not hand down that language to their successors 
they would be great losers. and would prove themselves unworthy of their ancestors 
who had suffered so much to retain the language in its purity. But Hebrew by 
itself was not religious instruction. Because a man was a Hebrew scholar it did not 
therefore signify that he was an elevated and religious Jew. He was glad to see 
that in the North London Religion Classes the pupils were not alone taught Jewish 
history and itsceremonial obligations, but that special attention was given tothe ethics 
inculcated in the Holy Scriptures. He regarded the establishment of such classes as 
a great blessing and as giving more life to the communi'y than any other movement 
at the present day. He wished every success to those and kindred classes. (Cheers). 

Mr. HENRY HART proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, whose name he 
said was a household word in the community for noble deeds. 

The Rev. H. GOLLANCZ, in seconding the motion, took occasion to deny that any 
rivalry, in the sense of antagonism, existed between those classes and the classes con- 
ducted by him in connection with the Dalston Synagogue. 

Mr. MocaTTA, in acknowledging the vote. instanced the careers of the late Sir 
Barrow Ellis and Mr. Lionel L, Cohen as typical of the large amount of useful work 
that might be done by a proper arrangement of time. 

Mr. B. BIRNBAUM moved, Mr. W. FLATAU seconded, and Mr. J. M. Lissack 
supported a vote of thanks to Mr. I. Abrahams, the Examiner. A similar compli- 
ment was paid to the Rev. J. A. Gouldstein, on the motion of Mr. ALBERT R. 
Isaacs, and seconded by the Rev. J. F. Stern. Dr, FrigDLANDER who supported 


_ the vote, expressed his satisfaction at seeing how his former students carried out his 


exhortation which he was constantly repeating, that it was not sufficient for a 
minister to perform the work fixed for him by his external taskmaster in the shape 
of a Warden, but that he should act according to the dictates of his conscience. 

Mr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS and the Rev. Mr. GOULDSTEIN responded to the votes 
of thanks. Mr. Govldstein assured the meeting that so long as hi» little scholars 
continued to come to him cheerfully so long would he be ready to give up for 
them every other engagement, to discard every obstacle in the way, and to renew 
those studies that their pleasantness and patience rendered so successful and 
encouraging. It was a satisfaction to him to know that his young friends were 
receiving a clearer and fuller view of their holy religion, that they were learning 
how it differed from and excelled other creeds, and that they were finding out that 
Judaism was something more than mere Hebrew reading and translation. Mr. 
Gouldstein expressed his obligations to a number of friends, including Mr. Henry 
Hart, Chairman, and Mr. Albert R. Isaacs, Treasurer of the Class Committee, and 
their colleagues Messrs. B. Birnbaum and W. Flatau ; and to the donors of prizes, 
viz., Dr. M. Friedlander, Mrs. B. Birnbaum, Mrs. W. Flatau, Mrs. Henry Hart, and 
Messrs. Albert R. Isaacs, F. D. Mocatta, and Adolph Tuck. ;
